ON RUSSIA BY TAFT 


MADE IN MESSAGE 


Gravity of Situation Emphasized 


by. Special Cabinet Meeting 


That Lasts Until Midnight 


Senator Ciillom's Committee in Receipt 


of Letter Setting Forth Views of 


Nation's Chief Executive 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.— The Senate went 


into session at 2 o'clocKthis afternoon to ratify 
the action of President Taft in notifying on De- 
cember 15 the Russian government of the inten- 
tion of the United States to abrogate the treaty 
of 1832 with that country. President Taft sent 
to the Senate -a message stating the course he 
had pursued. 


Earlier he advised the foreign relations committee of the Senate 


of the executive steps taken. The same committee recommended 
that the Senate -act with the House in carrying out the abrogation 
of the pact. Under the notice to Russia and under the terms of the 
treaty itself the abrogation"wilT be effective January 1, 1913. 


The President's message was read in the Senate in open session 


soon after it convened. He stated he took the matter up with the 
Russian ambassador in this city last Friday. The official declara- 
tion of the intention to abrogate did not reach the Russian govern- 
ment until yesterday. 


. OFFERS! SUBSTITUTE. 


Immediately after the President's message had been read, Sen- 


ator Lodge presented the resolution agreed on by the foreign rela- 
tions committee and offered it as a substitute for the Sulzer resolu- 
tion passed by the House. 


The Lodge resolution recited that President Taft had on De- 


cember 17 caused to be presented to the imperial Russian govern- 
ment at St. Petersburg notice that the treaty would be abrogated. 
The resolution approved this action, declaring that the treaty be- 
tween the two countries no longer was responsible to the political 
principles or the commercial needs of either. 


President Taft, with the idea that his message might be consid- 


ered in executive session of the Senate, sent no copies of it to the 
Capitol and-none was given out at the White House. 


RATIFY TREATY. 


The committee on resolutions concluded: 
"Therefore be it Resolved, By the Senate and the House of Rep- 


resenetatives, that the notice given by the President of the United 
States to the empire of Russia to terminate the said treaty is hereby 
adopted and ratified." 
After the message and resolution had been read, Senator Hey- 


burn of Idaho moved that the further consideration of the matter be 
in executive session. He declared that it is proposed to cancel a 
contract of great commercial interest to the United States, involving 
a trade of many millions of dollars, and he thought it should be seri- 
ously considered and at length.

In Justice to Yale Undergraduates. 


Sor.is time ago THE TRIBUNE printed an editorial sharply 


criticising the conduct of a crowd of Yale undergraduates on the'oc- 
casion of a performance at the Hyperion Theater, New Haven, given 
by Gab}' Deslys, the French dancer. The facts upon which the criti- 
cism was based were contained in.an account of the affair sent out 
by the Associated Press. That account is substantially borne out 
b}' the account printed in the New Haven Sunday Register rof 
November 19, 1911. 
It is only fair to state that.the Register's ac- 


count contains mitigating details omitted in the dispatch sent out by 
the Associated Press. 


We are now in receipt of a personal letetr from Mr. William V. 


Griffin, chairman-of. the students' committee having charge of the 
Yale News, a college publication, protesting against THE TRIB- 
UNE'S rather severe criticism, and asking that a correction be made. 
While Mr. Griffin's communication is marked personal, we do not 
think he regards.it as privileged or has any objection to making it 
public. Here it is: 


"New Haven, Conn., December 11, 1911.. 


"EDITOR OAKLAND TRIBUNE, Oakland, Cal.—My Dear'Sir: 


I am today sending you a batch of papers containing first-hand, un- 
prejudiced accounts of the Hyperion riot, which you so unfairly com- 
mented upon in your paper of the 25th ult., together with copies of 
our own paper giving accounts of this matter, and our paper of this 
morning, which takes up your editorial. 


"May I ask that you look over the accounts of this matter and set 


Yale University right before your readers. There is a great deal of 
feeling here over your editorial, and we are asking merely that you 
tell the truth of the occurrence." 


This letter was accompanied by copies of the New Haven Reg- 


ister and the Yale Daily News, containing accounts and comments 
on the Hyperion Theater affair. It would be, quite impossible to give 
space to all the details presented ili this exhibit, but we shall en- 
deavor to do justice to1 the Yale men without departing from the 
truth. On the morning after the affair the-New Haven'Register 
printed this foreword to its account .of the disturbance: ; 


"With women members of the audience thrown into a panic 


with their male escorts when a-hose -was turned into the audience 
to fight 'off the students, and with riotous scenes such as have 
probably never characterized a football night celebration here, the 
Hyperion Theater was completely wrecked .in a weird outbreak 
after the performance by. the famous Gaby Deslys last night. The 
scene inside the theater was followed up outside in a clash between 
students and police, in which many heads were laid open. That 
many were not hurt in the riot inside the theater was due only to 
good fortune. 


'The 'trouble, from what could be learned last night, followed 


the cutting of the show, upon orders, of Chief of Police Cowles, 
who, as dramatic censor, decreed that the lines in the play were 
improper. Increased prices, had been charged for seats and when 
the show closed early the riot resulted. Seats .were ripped, up, the 
asbestos curtain was ripped to piece's, every "-electric light reach- 
able was broken and hardly a chair left undamaged. 


"When the students swarmed onto the stage 'and demanded 


that the ctytain go up, the stage hands tried to beat them off from1 
behind the curtain with sticks and then the fight began. Six ar- 
rests were made in the street riot later." 
. 


We gather that a number of undergraduates in' the audience 


started a disturbance when the stage manager announced that the 
performance had been cut by order of the chief of police, whereupon 
the stage hands turned the fire hose into the audience, many of whom 
were women and girls. '"Women in handsome gowns were 
drenched," says the Register. "The water was far from clean, and 
the fashionable gowns,, hats and wraps were stained, damaged in 
some cases beyond'repair." ,This infuriated the students, who 
smashed things and carried the fight into the street.. 


E. W. Eldridge, manager of the theater, places the blame on 


the chief of police, and in a letter to the Yale News apologized for 
turning the hose on the audience. He says it was done'without 
orders and acknowledges that it precipitated the violent disturb- 
ance which followed. 


We will add for our part that the stage hands must have been 


severely provoked or they would not have adopted the drastic re- 
sort of turning the fire hose into the auditorium. And the various 
accounts indicate that some of the undergraduates tried to climb 
on the stage and that the hose was used to .repel them. 


Two days after the .riot the New Haven Register - printed a 


temperate editorial deploring the affair. 
It did not fix the blame, 


however, but did unqualifiedly condemn turning, the hose on the 
audience. On the following day it scored the chief of police for as- 
suming the role of a censor, placing a large share of the blame for 
the disgraceful occurrence on his shoulders. From the first editorial 
comment we extract the following: 


"The show was offered on Saturday night at an average 50 per 


cent increase in rates. Meanwhile, there had been such police in- 
tervention as made it necessary, from the point of view of the 
theater management, to cut.out all the dialogue. .But even this 
produced no material disorder. There was no trouble until the 
management, utterly without explanation, rang down the asbestos 
curtain after the first act. 
If this was done by police orders, it 


required an explanation. 
If it was not, an explanation was still 


more imperative. Then the riot began, in the course of which the 
most inexcusable mistake was made, namely, turning the fire hose 
on the most orderly part of the audience. Innocent bystanders 
frequently suffer from the sins of others, but the general principle 
can hardly excuse an action which only a miracle saved from re- 
sulting in a disastrous and perhaps fatal panic. 
• 


"To criticise the action of the police, within .and without'the 


house, probably is hasty. They had a serious disturbance in their 
hands, and they acted strenuously. Of course, many of the inno- 
cent suffered, and perhaps the most culpable escaped'. 
But, per- 


haps the police did as well as in the circumstances they could.. How- 
ever, the whole affair is highly regrettable, and at least seems to 
have been needless. Those who have at heart .the improvement of 
the relations betwen Yale and the city should not rest until: they 
have found, and'without reserve demonstrated, the.real causes of it. 
and shown who is most to blame." 
". 


We have no wish to be unjust to the Yale men nor to be unduly 


censorious of student pranks, but it .is necessary to point out that 
one important fact stands out in every account and comment, 
namely, 'if a number of students had not misbehaved themselves in 
the first instance there would have been no disturbance, no turning 
on of the hose, no.breaking of furniture and no riot in the streets. 
It is clear that the disorder was begun by students; that is not de- 
nied, and the blame cast on the chief of police and the stage hands, 
deserved apparently, was manifestly offered as an excuse for the 
conduct of undergraduates who should be gentlemen if they are not. 


In conclusion, we desire to express our hearty accord with the 


.sentiment expressed in the following comment the Yale News makes 
on THE TRIBUNE editorial: . 


"But the mischief is done. We hope that the two-fold lesson of 


it will not be lost on the student body. It should teach those stu- 
dents who are acting.as newspaper correspondents -co be extremely 
careful about the accuracy of the facts they send out concerning- 
such affairs. Some of the first-hand accounts given from here took 
liberties with the truth. Accuracy should not'be sacrificed to sen- 
sationalism. And to the1 other men of the university the occurrence 
teaches a lesson that-oug-fe't werto b* before them. It will take Yale

some time to recover from the lurid accounts of this trouble. For 
no matter how strenuous may be our efforts to set things right, the. 
mischieMs done irrevocably'in the minds of all too many people. A. 
denial-'always falls short'of the original story. 
Scandal is easily 


started; difficult to stop. This should be indelibly fixed in the mind 
of every undergraduate .and be brought into'use when the.;desire to 
rampage a little presents itself. We've got. to be-the best behaved 
collection of college youths that the history of- colleges has ever 
known."

"Indeed, I remember In Devonshire, 


come years ago, I was having; supper 
with a friend in a country inn, and 
loafers were hanging- abouc the v/indows 
of the room in which 
we were sitting1. 


For -some time I listened to the voicts 
of the yokels outside, but failed to under- 
stand a single word of their conversa- 
tion. 
Of course, it was a good many 
years ago, and these people were very 
siaiple Icilk; but what I want to point out 
is not only the varied pronunciations in- 
Brltain, but the startling neglect of all 
classes of society in their enunciation. 
"It Is not only confined to lower-classes 
but ia common to all classes of society. 
My impression Is that: we Anglo-Saxons 
or Ans'o-CeHs —• or whatever we like to 
cail ourselves — we, in short, English 
people, are not so, particular about pro- 
nunciation as the .Latin races. 
If you 
listen to the average Frenchman you will 
abserve how he enjoys his own language; 
T/Q may claim tho same for the Irish;. 
the people of Italy speak, with distinct- 
ness and care. The same may be said of 
the Spaniard. 
There 
is not a 
more 


beautiful language than the English; it 
is tl:e richest In the world for sound; and 
each word suggests what it' is meant to 
suggest, and therefore, tt la incumbent 
upon us and ol' great Importance tliat 
.we study pronunciation. 


ASKS POSER. 


"Many years ago I was at a meeting 
which had for Its chairman the Bishop 
of New York (a very, charming- man), 
rw-ho spoke .beautiful 
English. 
There 
were several of your calling- at this 
particular 
meeting- and animated con- 
versations and speeches were made on 
the pronunciation of English- 
One lady 
got up and gave a very pointed, question. 
She said: '"We are very much obliged for 
speeches, tut what Is the standard for 
us by what are we to bo guided?' 
"Well, of course, it was. a 'poser.' "We 
started by admitting the carelessness of 
speaking- and ventured to suggest that 
the dictionary would go a long way— 
not all the way, however. I said: 'By 
listening to such people as the Bishop o£ 
New York, you could not go far wrong 
in your pronunciation. 
' 'I think Intonation, articulation and 
enunciation are the three things Ignored. 
Affectation and 
IndiCference are 
often 
found in old countries, 
where people 
should know better. Let us agree that If 
•we take care of the vowels, the conson- 
ants will take care of themselves. 
The 
dictionary will help us enormously, but 
must give way to some extent to usance. 
Among the educated classes already re- 
ferred to, vowels 
often change their 
sound. 
"I will give an 
instance: 'England.' 
(Ing.) 
Some people in the old ...country 
seem, to think that to speak correctly Is 
to say England (Eng.). 
This is an ex- 
ample where pronunciation immediately 
becomes affected. 
The 
majority say 
England (Ing.) and, therefore, it is wiser 
to avoid the actual sound of a vowel In 
the face of the vast majority of educated 
people's pronunciation. In this country 
you have retained some of the most beau- 
tiful words in the English language, but 
am sorry to say these words have been, 
dele Led from England; 
how, I do not 
know. 
You have retained, and I would 
venture to suggest to you that you keep 
it in your vocabulary, the word Svlltlng.' 
"Is It not extraordinary that this word, 
describing so beautifully the fading or 
•withering- of a flower, should be non- 
existent in England? Also with 'sick.' m 
England, this word 
only means one 
thing; a person who Is a "bad sailor. You 
have kept the word In Its proper mean- 
ing-. 


QUESTION OF CLIMATE. 


"You 
say 'she Is sick,' meaning- ,that 
the Is ill, which is not such a good 
•word and does not conrey the meaning 
co definitely as 'sick.' I began, to touch 
question of tho organ of voice. Extreme 
cold and heat Is very trying upon the 
human voice, and yet you have produced 
many singers, but I think that on the 
•whole this country Is against the human 
voice. In Ireland the voice ts very much 
better than In England or In the northern 
counties of England and Scotland. 
This, 
therefore, in my opinion, is a question of 
climate. 


"But sometimes I think that the father, 
mother and teacher can help a great deal. 
The other day my daughter raised her 
voice stridently in anger. 
'Blossom.' I 
said, 'my dear, what a terrible sound to 
come from a human throat. You know- 
there was a wonderful king wfio referred 
to his daughter's voice and said: 
Her 
Voice, when low. was r.n excellent thing: 
In wonr.an.' 1 have not heard my daugh- 
ter's strident voice since thf •:•-.. 
Much 


tTood can be clono In this way — by en- 
couragement. 
"Scrr.e pecple do not hear tones; they 
are tone deaf; and I am afraM some of 
those cases are hopeless — they are like 
people who are color blind — Intonation 
does not exist. I remember some years 
sg-o coming across It amongst, subordin- 
ate nctors. One case In particular I will 
cito you. I endeavored, to make one of 
my company realize the different inflec- 
tions I put upon a certain line, but after 
repeated attempts gave H up as hope- 
3?ss. 
I remarked to him that he was 
ton* deaf. 
This he- objected to by po- 
litely saying: 'Well, I\Ir. Kobertson, if 
I could say it like you, I should not only 
be getting 30 a week/—a charming com- 
pliment. 


SPEAKING SIMPLY. 


"TVcil. ladies and gentlemen, I think 
that those interested In 
this question 
should practice making the voice carry 
and speaking—how shall I say—simply. 
Eliminate all affectation. 
I have been 
laboring at it for over 36 ypars and do 
not think I have come to the end of It 
yet. 
I must say that many people have 
no time and Inclination to speak cor- 
rectly. 
It rrmy not occur to them to 
speak correctly and 
words from their 
lips lose charm and delicacy. Many peo- 
ple here and 'n England — what is true 
of this country is equally true of Kng-- 
Innri — are very bad speakers. Indeed. 
The Scotchman is helpful to us, he helps 
us with his 'r' which he sounds very 
much; too much 
^om^times. 
On the 
contrary we are apt to let It sil<3e, es- 
pecially when It comes at the end of a 
word. The Scot, however, gives it to us 
right between the eyes. 


"Tr* me, teaching is one of the most 
beautiful callings. 
You 
hove in ycur 
hand? the moulding- of the next gen'era- 
tion. You not only take the child along- 
the r^ths of education, but yr.u are form- 
ins1 ln3 character of thnt child; for every 
word from tho mouth of the teacher sinks ' 
to the ?oul of most of the children. 
It 
3s liDCiUse I have such a respect for the 


j teachers of the schools, in the unlver- 
feltlcs. In the class 
room, that I f«el 
'proud -and honored Jn addressing this j 
meeting today. 
It is the |-teachers \vho ) 
•have in their hands so 'much, and I j 
impress .this upon yon becauso there are ' 
thsr i11 your jrrar.d cnUlns •srho possibly I 
jo 
i hrough ttfe feeling deeply sensible {

i realize without further postpoement the 
I long-awaited reform of the banking and 
^..currency system. The Congress has taken 


all the steps preliminary to anal con- 
sideration and action." 


The report continues: 
"Tho disabilities under which our coun- 
try labors aro due not to the faults or 
fallings of the Individual banks, but to the 
facjt^that these banks aro not organized 


a co-operative and protective sys- 
and it follows that the fundamental 


and essential feature of any reform is that 
the banks shall be thus organ-zfid. And 
organization means the establishment of a 
central institution representative / of the 
banks. But this institution need not be 
and should not be a central bank. 
It 
must be purely and only a central agency 
of the banks. 
It. was natural to think, 


at first, of a central bank; but It was 
early discovered that a central bank could, 
have no place in OUT system—a.nd that 
tt tho approved and fortunate features 
of our present system were to iie pre- 
Sserved, as everybody 
determined they 


-*sh'ould be, some other central institution 


than the central bank must be devised. A 
centra] bank could not perform the func- 
tions waiting to be performed. It could 
not fill the need. 
Tho thing requlrad 
as a central Institution must be something 
liew, but also something normally evolved 
from our present system. The idea of a 
national reserve association has therefore 
grown up; and it has grown up Just as 
the Idea of the clearing house grew up; 
and it fellows the clearing house as a 
sequence on a far larger arid more 1m- 
'portant scale." 


DEPARTMENTAL. ECONOMIES. 


Tho report attests that the efficiency 


and economy of tho work 3f the depart- 
ment begun in 1909 is maintained, "a net

been eliminated in the

ALASKA BANKING SITUATION. 


On the question of banking in Alaska, 
the secretary says:

The following reference Is made in the 
report to opium smuggling and Its sup- 
pression — an evil which .is conspicuous 
on the Pacific coast: 
"The present laws prohibiting the Im- 
portation ofs smoking opium into this 
country and all our • laws relating to 
opium are working

smuggling of opium Is a wide-spread and 
a. most serious offense. 
The Intent and 
policy of the government's. reform are 
practically defeated. Meanwhile, the at- 
tempted enforcement of the law requires, 
the great vigilance and constant activities 
of tho treasury department without the 
hope of anything beyond the most incom- 
plete success. 
"These activities, while they have had 
a great deal of result, can reach but a 
fraction of the evasion of tho law. 
Our 
entire borders are used for this pernici- 
ous and degrading smuggling, with the 
Affect of largely, defeating the . goverri- 
ment's settled purpose to stamp out the 
opium vice. 
"Proposed laws are 
before Congress 
bearing upon this important moral and 
administrative situation. 


TARIFF REFORM. 


• The present session of Congress is ex- 
pected to consider and revise some of 
the schedules of the tariff law; and it Is 
a matter ol great concern to the treas- 
ury department, as the department which 
has to administer the tariff laws, • that 
entirely apart from the question of the 
rates of duties the revision shall be made 
with scientific knowledge and accuracy. 
The Importance of these considerations 
Is .not confined to tho adoption of specific 
rates of duty Instead of advalorem rates, 
but includes the Intricate questions of 
classification. And In addition to all the 
rest it Includes a far 
more sclentifio 
statement" of the' purposes of Congress in 
the terms and language used. 
The new method and spirit of tariff leg- 
islation which the country seems to have 
at last ordained, mainly 
concerns, of 
course, the question of rates; but, while 
It Is of exceeding importance that the 
scientific method and spirit' shall be ap- 
plied to the treatment of the <rates of 
duty, it is of concurrent Importance that 
they shall be anplied to the consideration 
of classification and to 
the language, 
formulas and statements of the law..

It seems to be necessary to devote a 


short series of.these articles to a review 
of the consideration which Influenced the 
legislature of California to Include the 
farmer within the provisions of the Rose- 
berry Liability and Compensation law. No 
little' perturbation has existed In agricul- 
tural circles, since the ..farmers 'learned 
that th'ey were net excluded and .it Is due 
to them to'havB made a frank and full 
statement of the whys and wherefores 
thereof.

Forming is,a. hazardous occupation. A 


moment's reflection will show why this 
must be so. The farmers are. using pow- 
erful machinery more and more- year by 
year and. for the most part, that machin- 
ery la being confined to .untrained and 
inexpert help. Without being art engineer 
the farm worker must run englnng, pumps, 
automobiles, slectrlc motors, threshers, 
orn cutters 
for silos, barley crushers 


and what not. He drives teams across 
ailroad tracks In and about switch*^ and 
warehouses Into which he unloads hla 
iroduct. He handles horses and mules, 
lolts and young1 cattle. He Is about among 
lorned cows and must -handle the head 
if the herd, who Is like. enough, to go 
•ampant at any moment, knock, him down 
Lnd gore him. He climbs windmill towers 
at the risk of being swept off by any 
gust of wind that starts the mill to re- 
•olvlng, handles edged tools, floes, black- 
smithing and, not Infrequently, blasts 
lardpan or tree, stumps with blasting 
powder or dynamito. In short, the farmer 
and his farm laborer ara "Jacks-at-all 
;rades," but experts at home, with the 
result that they run that maximum risk 
which does not attend the expert in his 
specialty. 
,. 
Unfortunately, we in America have Jew 


statistics In relation to farm accidents 
or accidents of any other kind, but Ger- 
many has, and there la no very good rea- 
son to suppose that American farra acci- 
dents will not prorate with Germany's. 
If tha German farm laborer averages more 
stupid than the American, the American 
s using more machinery and works more 
loura 
and under greater pressure of 


hurry, and long houjs and nurry 'ara 
prolific sources of Industrial .accident. 


For tbe year 1908, In, Germany, 43}£ 


per cent of all industrial accidents that 
laid workmen up for more than thirteen 
weeks .happened in agriculture and horti- 
culture. Of all deaths resulting from, ao- 
cident, 80%. per cent occurred in the same 
occupations," both classed together In this 
country as farming. 
Of complete disa- 


bility cases 32% per cent occurred on 
farms, and of permanent partial disabil- 
ity the per cent was 45. Of temporary 
disability the farm percentage .was 'also 
46, or nearly half of the whole taking 
place In Germany. Of course, there are 
moro farm hands In Germany than ara 
employed In any other single Industry, 
about 17,000,000 out of a total of perhaps 
25000000 In all, under insurance, but the 
farming hazard per 100,000 employed is 
greater than .the average of all industries 
taken together. 
In tha United States we know the cas- 
ualty companies think about farm hazard 
because they rate it the same as that of 
the carpenter and higher than the ma- 
chinist- If one will watch the papers ha 
will be astonished at the number of ac- 
cidents reported from among farmers or 
farm bands. 
Is there any "good reason why one wno

tablishment of game refuges; stocking the 
waters- with game and food fish and the 
enforcement of laws designed to protect 
triem; protective laws and laws encourag- 
ing game propagation along lines ' which 
shall be for the beneflt of all sportsmen, 
the poor as well as the rich; hunters li- 
cense and bag :limit laws: absolute pror- 
tection for insectivorous birds; prohibition 
of the sale of native wild-game; and all 
measures calculated to preserve, protect 
or increase the game supply.
